It is a situation that has coach 
John Aloisi scratching his head be- 
musedly, as he continues to praise 
the decent football that his team 
have been playing despite being on 
the wrong end of score lines. It is a 
situation that won’t last for much 
longer if results continue, with the 
coach bound to be under some seri- 
ous pressure if they fail again this 


week. The long list of walking 
wounded may serve as an excuse 
of some sort, but Heart need to find 
a solution (and some goals) fast.

It was an unusual sight to see 
Gui Finkler running around on the 
Lakeside Stadium turf, but even 
with the Brazilian magician in mid- 


field the sides remained stubbornly 
deadlocked for most of the game. 
Heart youth custodian Marko Ste- 
vanja had been in excellent form 
so far this season, and was looking 
in fine nick once again. But there 
was little the goalkeeper could do 
four minutes from time as Nab- 
bout’s fierce drive beat him all ends 
up. Jess Makarounas added a sec- 
ond shortly after, but the bragging 
rights were well and truly with the 
navy blue side of Melbourne. 
While Davies seemed delighted 
with the result and the way his 
charges seemed to be mirroring 
the possession based football the 
senior team have adopted, Heart 


youth coach Joe Palatsides seemed 
fairly upbeat too despite the loss. 
The former Australian interna- 
tional defender reasoned that his 
young team could only get better 
as the season progresses and they 
get used to one another, and it’s ac- 
tually doesn’t seem too far off the 
mark. The team have started well 
despite this latest stumble, and 
having picked up several promis- 
ing youngster like Stevanja and 
Hernan Espindola, can only expect 
to improve in time. 

One team that definitely needs a 
pick me up is last year’s W-League 
runners up. Melbourne Victory’s 
W-League team were all pumped 
up for a Grand Final rematch with 
Sydney FC but fell woefully short 
and on the wrong side of a 1-5 
score line. South Australian wun- 
derkind Emma Checker opened the 
scoring after only three minute, the 
new Victory defender popping up 
to nod in a Stephanie Catley corner 
to spark celebrations in the stands 
but it was all downhill from there. 
Coach Dave Edmondson has set up 
his team to play out of the back and 
along the ground, but it was Sydney 
who out-passed the home team and 
absolutely steamrolled Victory by 
putting five goals in the net. Player 
for player, Victory looked second 
best all over the pitch with the ex- 
ception of 2013 Female Footballer 
of the Year Lisa De Vanna but there 
looked to be a general lack of ideas 
as Sydney got on top early and 
didn’t let up. 

There were a few silver linings 
despite the disappointing result 
though. Just as this writer pre- 
dicted, young Emily Hulbert was 
rewarded with a starting spot and 
did not embarrass herself in a tidy 
45-minute outing. Together with 
the precocious Checker, who had 
to fly back home soon after to take 


her Year 12 exams, the future looks 
bright. But first, a trip to Adelaide 
to face Edmondson’s old team this 
weekend. A loss would be unthink- 
able given Victory’s 100% record 
against the traditional wooden 
spooners in recent seasons. This is 
a match they have to win, and con- 
vincingly.

A new era in Australian football 
begins on Tuesday night, as Ange 
Postecoglou and his new-look 
Socceroos team prepare to take 
on fellow World Cup contestants, 
Costa Rica. 

Perhaps as expected, Ange’s first 
22-man squad included a few sur- 
prises, and excluded a few more. 

The axing of defenders Luke 
Wilkshire and Sasa Ognenovski, 
as well as the shock retirement of 
our greatest goalkeeper of all time, 
Mark Schwarzer, has sent shudders 
through an aging squad. 

The older, more experienced play- 
ers like Lucas Neill and Mark 
Bresciano, no longer seem to be 
shoe-ins for the starting 11, and 
will have to fight for their place in 
the team. 

Most of the talk throughout the 
week has surrounded Lucas Neill, 
and whether or not he can retain his 
spot in the team, let alone keep the 
captaincy. 

Throughout his time as a manager 
in the A-league, it’s been no se- 
cret Ange has had a reputation of 
shifting out the old guard, and also 
doesn’t mind changing captains. 

For Lucas Neill, this might not 
necessarily mean his time in the 
team is over, if Adrian Leijer’s 
steady career at the back for the 
Victory during Ange’s time there is 
anything to go by. 

Neill doesn’t mind playing out 
from the back, and at his best 
would without a doubt feature in 
Ange’s passing based, pressing

style of play. 

The question is however, it’s been 
a while since Lucas has been at his 
best, so it will be up to him to show 
Ange he can step up over the next 
two weeks. 

As for Tim Cahill, he seems to be 
the only player of the last genera- 
tion to almost walk into the team 
[when he’s fit]. 

Cahill experienced a hamstring/ 
upper thigh issue in his last US club 
game for the season, so whether he 
is fit enough to play remains to be 
seen. 

Ange will also have to work out 
how he wants to use the MLS star. 
Cahill was used as an impact play- 
er under Guus Hiddink, a regular 
starter and saviour under Graham 
Arnold and Pim Verbeek, and a 
lone striker under Holger Osieck. 

Could Cahill be given more of a

licence to roam under Ange? All 
will be answered over the next nine 
months. 

Although Postecoglu has had to 
make some tough calls this week, 
there’s no doubt that the future 
seems a little brighter after the 
inclusion of some exciting young- 
sters, not to mention those still 
waiting in the wings. 

Without putting too much pressure 
on some very young names, the 
likes of Rogic, Davidson, Kruse, 
Bozanic, Oar and Zullo have the 
future of Australian football at their 
feet, not to mention Langarak and 
Ryan who have the biggest shoes 
[or gloves] to fill of all. 

In terms of Tuesday’s match, it’s 
hard to imagine Ange having too 
much of an impact in just one 
week.

excitement amongst the squad, 
given so many young and enthu- 
siastic faces will be looking to ce- 
ment their place in the team and a 
place on the plane to Brazil. 

The Socceroos come up against 
a Costa Rican team who breezed 
through their qualification zone 
and earned automatic qualification 
to next years tournament in Brazil, 
and are currently ranked 31st in the 
FIFA World rankings. 

Having finished second to the US 
in CONCACAF qualifying, the 
Costa Ricans will be confident 
heading into next years World Cup, 
not to mention Tuesday’s friendly 
against a Socceroos team with two 
6-0 losses in a row. 

With wins over Mexico and the 
United States, and with players 
like Fulham star Brian Ruiz, and 
Arsenal youngster Joel Campbell; 
it may well be a baptism of fire for 
Ange and his new-look squad. 

The Socceroos always play well 
at home however, and with a new 
sense of excitement, and a mix- 
ture of youth and experience in the 
squad, expect an Aussie team with 
more than a few points to prove. 


Arnold to explore Asian opportunity 


Central Coast Mariners advises 
that the Club’s Head Coach Gra- 
ham Arnold will travel to Asia 
this week with a view to joining a 
successful top-flight side. 

Arnold’s ambition to coach abroad 
at the highest level possible is well 
documented, and with strong inter- 
est from a Club in one of Asia’s 
biggest leagues, the Mariners ac- 
knowledge that there is a strong 
probability Arnold has coached his 
final fixture for the 2013 Hyundai 
A-League Champions. 

Should Arnold sign in Asia, cur- 
rent Central Coast Mariners Assis- 
tant Coach Phil Moss will be pro- 
moted to the role of Head Coach at 
the Mariners. At minimum, Moss 
will take charge of the Club’s first 
team training sessions while Ar- 
nold is abroad. 

Central Coast Mariners Group 
General Manager, Mr Peter Turn- 
bull, said that the Club has been 
working on a succession plan for 
Arnold’s eventual departure for 
some time. 

“The success of our Club over the 
past three seasons under Graham 
Arnold and his staff always meant 
Graham would receive interest 
from rival Hyundai A-League and 
foreign Clubs,” Turnbull said. 

“As such, we have been planning 
for the past 18 months for Phil 
(Moss) to take on the role of Head 


Coach of the Club upon Graham’s 
departure. Of course, Graham has 
been helping prepare Phil for the 
position.” 

“We will know for certain by no 
later than Sunday whether or not 
Graham has finalised a deal in Asia, 
and will notify our members, fans, 
and media of any updates as soon 
as possible.” 

Central Coast Mariners will make 
no further statements regarding 
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Arnold’s potential departure until 
such time as the deal is finalised, or 
he returns to the Club to continue in 
the role of Head Coach. 

Graham Arnold was unavailable 
for comment until such time as the 
deal with the Asian Club is fina- 
lised, or he returns to the Mariners. 
However, Arnold wishes to advise 
he will fulfil Australian media com- 
mitments when he returns from 
Asia.

No NPLV

Football Federation Victoria has 
announced that their National 
Premier League Victoria model 
would not proceed in 2014. In- 
stead, the league system as it 
currently exists, including the 
Victorian Premier League, will 
continue in 2014. The decision 
to not proceed with NPL Victo- 
ria in 2014 was met with mixed 
reactions. 

The FFV expressed its disappoint- 
ment, while reiterating its reasons 
for sticking with its NPL model. 
The clubs opposed to the FFV’s 
model responded with a mixture of 
disappointment and relief. Of those 
parties who had put in a licence ap- 
plication for NPL Victoria, Ballarat 
Red Devils expressed their anger at 
the process, after the FFV’s repeat- 
ed vow that NPL Victoria would 
proceed in 2014 did not come to 
pass. 

A marathon 10 hour meeting was 
held last week between the FFV, 
Football Federation Australia and 
representatives of the 62 co-sig- 
natory clubs opposed to the FFV’s 
NPL model. The meeting was ar- 
ranged to try and find a compromise 
solution see NPL Victoria proceed 
in 2014, as well as avoid the pend- 


in 2014 
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ing Supreme Court action launched 
by the co-signatory clubs. 

A compromise was reportedly 
close. However, the FFV later re- 
portedly backed out of the deal. 
The reasons for the FFV backing 
out are still not clear. Last month 
the co-signatory clubs brought for- 
ward legal action in the Magistrates 
Court, seeing injunction preventing 
the FFV from proceeding with NPL 
Victoria, as well as taking up their 
issues with the FFV constitution to 
the Supreme Court. The clubs won 
on both counts. 

The failure of the two sides to 
reach a compromise will see Vic- 
toria as the only state to not imple- 
ment an NPL program by 2014. It 
also significantly increases the like- 
lihood that the matter will reach the 
Supreme Court.

Western Sydney Wanderers util- 
ity Shannon Cole scored the only 
goal of the match in a pulsating 
affair on a cold and rainy Mel- 
bourne night. 

The hosts were looking to break 
a nine-game run without victory 
against an in-form Western Sydney 
Wanderers outfit, who came into 
the match with an 11-game unbeat- 
en streak on the road. 

Heart coach John Aloisi drafted 

Paulo Retre into the starting lineup 
at the expense of attacking mid- 
fielder Mate Dugandzic and striker 
Golgol Mebrahtu came in for An- 
drea Migliorini. 
For the Wanderers, skipper Michael 
Beauchamp made way for Wander- 
ers debutant Matthew Spiranovic at 
centre-back, whilst Shannon Cole, 
primarily played as a full back, was 
preferred instead of Mark Bridge in 
a wide attacking role. 

The hosts started the game brightly 
with Michael Mifsud sending in a 
pinpoint cross, but Mebrahtu failed 
to hit the target. 

Similarly to last week against 
Brisbane Roar, the Heart put their 
opponents under constant pressure 
in the early stages with the trio of 
David Williams, Mifsud and Me- 
brahtu forcing the Wanderers into 
hurried passes. 

Spiranovic played a sloppy cross 
field ball under pressure that Wil- 
liams almost profited from, but an 
onrushing Ante Covic did enough 
to ensure the ball didn’t squeeze 
underneath him and into an empty 
net. 

Massimo Murdocca’s work rate 
and tenacious play in midfield con- 
tinued to unsettle the Wanderers’ 
passing rhythm. 

But on 27 minutes the Wander- 
ers went in front against the run 
of play, when Shannon Cole swept 
in a weak Rob Wielaert clearance, 
at the second attempt, follow- 
ing a cross from left-back Adam 
D’Apuzzo. 

It was harsh on the Heart but for all 
the side’s fine build up play, they 


ultimately lacked that cutting edge 
in the final third. 
That sentiment was all the more 


evident when their best chance of 


the opening half was a David Wil- 
liams thunderbolt from 25 yards 
that swerved and dipped onto the 
crossbar. 

Tony Popovic’s men could have 
doubled their advantage when 
Shinji Ono clipped a ball to the 
back post that Tom Juric headed 
against the crossbar and Brendon 
Santalab, caught by surprise, could 
not steer the ball into the net from 
point-blank range. 

After an energetic first half from 
both sides, the Wanderers con- 
trolled proceedings in the opening 
stages of the second period. 
Western Sydney right-back Jerome 
Polenz began to influence proceed- 
ings down the right flank, and but 
for a wasteful Juric shot, the away 
team could have taken a two-goal 
lead. 

Aaron Mooy sent a rasping 20 me- 
tre strike just wide of Andrew Red- 
mayne’s near post on 63 minutes, 
as the visitors struggled to gain a 
strangle hold on the match. 

Red and White left-back Aziz Be- 
hich almost found equalising goal 
that the home team craved when he 
let fly with a powerful effort from 
outside the box, which Covic did 
well to punch to safety. 

The Heart rallied late on and sub- 
stitute Mate Dugandzic almost lev- 
elled the scores when he guided a 
looping header onto the crossbar 
from Aziz Behich’s lovely floated 
cross. 

Western Sydney came close to 
sealing their victory in the dying 
stages when substitute Labinot 
Haliti flashed a powerful shot nar- 
rowly wide of goal. 

Minutes later and Juric beat Pat- 
rick Gerhardt for pace, but saw his 
powerful shot thwarted by a bril- 
liant Redmayne save. 

Western Sydney’s victory sees 
them maintain second place in the 
table and leaves the bottom-placed 
Melbourne Heart without a win yet 
this season.

Saturday’s 1-1 draw between 
Wellington Phoenix and Perth 
Glory had more than its usual 
dosage of anomaly. 

Both were in unfamiliar terri- 
tory as A-League football ended a 
three-year hiatus in Christchurch, 
but what made this stalemate odd 
is that members of both sides be- 
came team-mates the second the 
final whistle sounded. 

Wellington’s Andrew Durante, 
Ben Sigmund, Glen Moss, Jacob 
Spoonley, Jeremy Brockie and 
Leo Bertos were joined by Perth’s 
Shane Smeltz at full-time, dashing 
off to board a plane to Los Angeles 
for this New Zealand’s World Cup 
playoff against Mexico. 

Phoenix coach Ernie Merrick had 
only learned days earlier that he 
would have the six — the spine of 
his squad — at his disposal. New 
Zealand Football pushed kick-off 
back half an hour allowing the 
three to fly out and board the plane 
to America on time. 

Some of the near-10,000 in atten- 
dance might have desired the same 
urgency throughout. The match, 
ignoring the two goals, was largely 
uninspiring. 

Durante, making a record-132nd 
appearance for Wellington, opened 
the scoring in the fourth minute. 
The fortuitous finish was rare on 
two counts; it was only Durante’s 
third for the club, and was the first 
time in a over a year the Phoenix 
had registered an early A-League 
goal. 

What wasn’t unusual was the as- 
sist by Carlos Hernandez. Since 
joining the Phoenix this season the 
Costa Rican has been at the heart of 
all that’s been positive for the team 
going forward, and Durante’s ‘tap’ 
in was no different. 

On the half-hour Perth were level, 
the impressive Sidnei Sciola ben- 
efiting from right-back Louis Fen- 
ton’s inexperience, bursting down 
the left, cutting inside and squaring 
to Ryo Nagai. 

The striker took his time before 


finishing past Moss — trying to 
‘walk it in’, as one commentator 
put it — but picked his spot nicely. 

Merrick responded to the goal by 
replacing Fenton at the interval. 
“He’s missed six weeks of football 
with injury and he was struggling 
with Sidnei,’” he conceded. 

Manny Muscat flanked the back 
four, while Jason Hicks deposed 
him in the engine room, a move 
that gained Wellington greater con- 
trol of the midfield. 

Hicks could have had his maiden 
goal, but fluffed his lines when at- 
tempting a first time effort on the 
fly. Nonetheless, Merrick was im- 
pressed with the rookie’s perfor- 
mance. “I just feel that he’s getting 
good experience and really fighting 
for a first-team chance. He’s not far 
away.” 

Sigmund had a golden opportu- 
nity to snatch a winner, glancing a 
cross from — predictably — Hernan- 
dez wide of the post. Both he and 
Merrick admitted post-match they 
would have expected Sigmund, 
who headed a last-minute winner 
against Adelaide in his last home- 
town appearance, to have scored. 

Substitute Jamie Maclaren blazed 
over from a tight angle after round- 
ing Moss, but the second half was 
tight and well contested in the mid- 
field. 

Wellington registered another 
milestone when Paul Ifill came on 
for his 100th appearance, but the 
Barbadan could not inspire a win- 
ner as both sides’ defences were 
unwavering. 

Scott Jamieson turned out a man- 
of-the-match performance for the 
visitors. “He’s been very good,” 
coach Alistair Edwards said. “I 
believe he’s knocking on the door 
of Socceroos selection. He’s such 
a great trainer, [has a] good work 
ethic and was immense again to- 
day.” 

The fourth-placed Glory now re- 
turn back home for two matches in 
a row. “They’re a little bit disap- 
pointed not to get the three [points] 
in the end,” Edwards admits. “But 
we’re pleased with how we’re go-

The oldest association football 
competition in the world is back 
in full swing again for another 
season. The First Round of the 
FA Cup took place last weekend 
and there were some surprise 
results, as is often associated 
with this competition 

After six qualifying rounds 
which began back in August, the 
32 teams that made it through to 
the First Round of the FA Cup 
were joined by the 48 teams from 
League One and League Two of 
English Football. 

The FA Cup has a long tradition 
of lower-ranked teams becom- 
ing “giant-killers” by defeating 
opponents from higher divisions. 
Often linked to this giant-killing is 
the progression of smaller teams 
through the Cup, to later rounds 
than they would expect to reach. 

Could this year’s giant-killers be 
Conference Premier Club Mac- 
clesfield, who smashed League 
One club Swindon Town FC out o! 
the FA Cup with a 4-0 victory. So 
bad was the defeat, Swindon Town 
boss Mark Cooper said his team 
will cough up to refund travelling 
fans after the club’s humiliating 
FA Cup defeat at Macclesfield. 

Or could it be fellow conference 
side Tamworth who earn the label 
of giant-killers? The Lambs re- 
corded a 1-0 victory over League 
Two club Cheltenham Town at 
The Lamb Ground in front of their 
adoring fans. 

The second round draw has some 
really interesting clashes lined up, 
where the teams will be fighting 
for the right to potentially face 
off against a team from either the 
Premier League or Championship, 
as clubs from both divisions enter 
the FA Cup in the Third round. 

Conference Premier Side 
Tamworth has been reward for 
their First Round victory with a 
home tie against League One club 
Bristol City. Fellow Conference 
Premier Side Macclesfield has 
been rewarded for its first round 
victory with the prospect of facing 
off against either Gillingham or 
Brackley. 

Conference South side Dover 
Athletic will be facing League 
One club MK Dons and hoping to 
keep their run in the Cup going. 
Fellow Conference South club 
Boreham Wood could join Dover 
in the second round if they can 
get through their 1st Round replay 
against Carlisle. 

Could one of these non league 
clubs be the first club since Tot- 
tenham Hotspur way back in 1901. 
to win the FA Cup as a non league 
club. As much as fans of these 
clubs will dream of it happening 
the odds are pretty heavily stacked 
against it happening. 

In the history of the FA Cup, 
only eight teams who were play- 
ing outside of the top level of 
English Football have ever won 
the competition, the most recent 
being West Ham United, who won 
the Cup back in 1980 as a Second 
Division team. 

Anything is possible in this 
competition though, just ask any 
Wigan fan! They will tell you 
dreams really do come true.

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A Game of Small Margins

As I noted in my preview, Gra- 
ham Arnold has been saying the 
Mariners have deliberately aimed 
to start slow, physically, in order 
to build into the season without 
getting fatigued too early. 

I daresay there are benefits to tim- 
ing your physical peak, but in the 
meantime it’s costing them. I felt 
that Brisbane won this game through 
superior fitness in the second half, 
when the Mariners couldn’t find an 
outlet and were closed down merci- 
lessly by the tireless Brisbane front 
half led by Henrique, Ivan Franjic 
and Matt McKay. 

For all that, the game went to the 
wire due to the superbly marshalled 
Mariners defence and the stunning 
form of Mariners debutante Liam 
Reddy, and might even have been 
won by the Mariners when Josh 
Rose’s deflected tracer bullet hit the 
outside of the post in the 87th min- 
ute. Only two minutes later, Bris- 
bane were celebrating when Kwame 
Yeboah’s pile driver ripped into the 
roof of Reddy’s net — a game of 
small margins indeed. 

Much of the talk pregame was as 
much about who was missing as 
who was playing. The Mariners were 
without young Storm Roux, who 
has so quickly acquired a mortgage 
on the right back position vacated 
by Pedj Bojic that Rick Herbert has 
selected him for World Cup duty. 
With Roux on the plane to Mexico 
was Michael McGlinchey who has 
become utterly indispensable in the 
Mariners’ midfield. Everything goes 
through him and he makes the space 
in which Marcos Flores can oper- 
ate. With McGlinchey away, Flores 
didn’t get anything like the service 
he needs to set up the strikers with 
those slide rule passes into the chan- 
nels. 

Brisbane were missing key players 
also, notably Berisha and Stefanut- 
to, who has been in excellent form, 
but neither are so important to the 
team structure as McGlinchey is to 
the Mariners and they really missed 
him — especially when looking for 
an outlet under pressure. 

The first half was a tight contest, 
probably shaded by the Mariners 
who made numerous early chances 
and absolutely should have had a 
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penalty when James Donachie han- 
dled Seip’s cross. The linesman was 
right on top of it and immediately 
flagged, but Ben Williams chose to 
ignore him, much to the disgust of 
the home crowd who are notoriously 
reasonable in their penalty claims. 

Soon after, Henrique might also 
have had a penalty after a bit of a 
tangle with Zac Anderson. You see 
them given, but Williams would 
have needed a police escort if he’d 
given a 50/50 to Brisbane after de- 
nying a rusted on, stone-waller fo 
the locals. 

Finally, something needs to be sai 
about the performance of Liam Red- 
dy. I was dismayed to learn that Jus- 
tin Pasfield had been dropped afte 
one mistake too many. He has long 
been understudy to Mat Ryan, and 
just as he looked like he was stak- 
ing a claim for a long term numbe: 
one spot, he’s dropped the ball. I 
honestly felt that his performances 
justified a little indulgence from 
Arnie, as possibly it was insecurity 
that made him lose concentration in 
a couple of costly errors. Also, when 
the only alternative is someone who 
has been famously fragile unde 
pressure, you’d think Pasfield might 
have had at least one more chance to 
win Arnie’s confidence. 

But as he so frequently does, Ar- 
nie got the goalkeeper selection 
absolutely right. Reddy had to dive 
away from his goal to cut out a low 
cross in the early minutes — one of 
the hardest things to get right in 
goals — and that did wonders for his 
confidence. He went on to have a 
blinder — only once looking dodgy 
when he slipped instead of closing 
down Henrique, who was about to 
be one on one until the danger was 
cleared by the impeccable Sains- 
bury. But just as I commented to my 
companions that Reddy had bottled 
that moment, he pulled off the most 
incredible point blank save from 
Dimi Petratos — definitely the sav 
of the season so far, and one which 
will be hard to beat. 

But one match does not a season 
make. It will be interesting to see 
whether Reddy has truly turned the 
corner and can hold the position all 
year.

Gutsy SFC Claim Victory In Big Blue

If Sydney FC go on to have the 
successful season we all know 
they are capable of, they will look 
back on Saturdays dramatic 3-2 
win over Melbourne Victory as 
the turning point of their season. 

Since their win against Newcastle 
in week one, the Sky Blues hadn’t 
scored a goal, let alone won anoth- 
er game, and with every loss over 
the past three weeks the pressure 
had been mounting on head coach, 
Frank Farina.

The Victory then scored twice in 
quick succession to level the score- 
line through a well-worked Archie 
Thompson goal, and a James Troisi 
penalty that left the Sky Blues 
down to 10 men. 

With struggling defender Marc 
Warren on his way down the tun- 
nel, Sydney FC were lucky they 
weren’t reduced to 9. 

Brazilian defender Thiago Calva- 
no seemingly knocked the referees 
red card out of his hand, in a mo- 
ment of madness that, given similar 
incidents in the past, could see him 
miss many weeks to come. 

From that point on, the general 
consensus was just how many goals 
were the Victory going to put past 
a 10 man Sydney team, that hadn’t 
had a clean sheet since week one. 

In keeping with the drama that is 
‘Big Blue’ tradition however, it 
was Sydney FC who scored a cru- 
cial third goal against all the odds. 

A scramble from a free kick saw 
Brett Emerton float a cross back 
into the box, where Del Piero was 
fouled by Contreras in the chal- 
lenge for the header. 


The Sydney FC captain then 
stepped up from the spot and guid- 
ed the ball home into the bottom 
left corner to send the Sky Blues 
into a half time lead, that proved to 
be enough to take the three points. 
With the extra man, Melbourne be- 
gan carving out opportunities in the 
second half, but found a surpris- 
ingly resilient Sydney FC defence 
and goalkeeper Vedran Janjetovic 
in their way. 

Still, the general feeling in the sta- 
dium was when, and from where, 
were Melbourne’s goals coming 
from? 

With every minute that ticked past 
however, the confidence seemed 
to grow among the 10 men in sky 
blue, despite the chances that kept 
presenting themselves for the Vic- 
tory. 

Kevin Muscat’s men will be ruing 
the chances they missed through- 
out the second half, but to Sydney’s 
credit, they ran themselves into the 
ground to nullify the numerical dis- 
advantage, with Nicola Petkovic a 
tower of strength at the back. 

The Sky Blues performance cer- 
tainly wasn’t one of the prettiest 
they’ve ever had, and on another 
day the result may have swung the 
other way. 

If you ask anyone in the Cove 
however, if they preferred watch- 
ing their team play well and domi- 
nate the Glory and go down 1-0, 
or watch them fight and scrap for 
a win, in a game were most pur- 
ists would have turned away, most 
would settle for the latter. 

Many of the problems the team 
has experienced of the past month 
certainly haven’t been resolved af- 
ter the weekend’s result, but some- 
times there’s nothing more valuable 
than getting a gutsy, unlikely win 
on the board, particularly against 
an arch rival. 

Sydney FC now need to build on 
this courageous result against Mel- 
bourne Heart on Friday night at 
AAMI park, before retuning home 
against Wellington Phoenix, a team 
who have also had a slow start to 
the year. 


The next two weeks will be crucial 
in determining whether or not Sat- 
urday’s victory has instilled a new 
sense of confidence at Sydney FC, 
as well as the legitimacy of the 
club’s title charge.

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All Whites Dare To Dream

If you’re reading this in print, it’s 
likely you’ve stored the idea of 
World Cup qualification in a seg- 
ment at the back of your brain 
labelled ‘2017’s problems’. 

But, please, spare a thought for 
your cousins across the ditch. 
Recently All Whites fans have ex- 
perienced it all; confusion, despair, 
hope, more despair and anxiety, 
this without the national team even 
lining up on the pitch. Underlying 
it all has been anticipation, slowly 
building for four long years. 

November 14, 2009, was one of 
the most glorious nights in New 
Zealand’s sporting history. The win 
over Bahrain in Wellington, which 
booked the All Whites’ flights to 
South Africa the following winter, 
was something of pure theatre. 

It almost didn’t matter what hap- 
pened in South Africa, but the 
unbeaten World Cup run (trivial- 
ity aside, this statistic has become 
somewhat of a trophy) only made 
us all hungrier for more. 

And precisely four years to the day 
since that special night in Welling- 
ton, All Whites fans will gather to 
witness a second shot for glory. Not 
at the Cake Tin, but the Azteca Sta- 
dium. Not in front of a Kiwi crowd 
of over 35,000, but to the noise of 
treble that. Not against Bahrain, but 
Mexico. 

The All Whites have put on a brave 
face and answered their questions 
diplomatically since Mexico were 
confirmed as their opponent but in 
truth this is a nightmare scenario 
for Ricki Herbert. It would have 
been even if the squad was at full 
strength. 

A number of key players have only 
recently returned, but the cruelest 
of blows was dealt last week when 
their centre-back, captain, and best 
player Winston Reid was ruled out 
due to injury. 

The All Whites are depleted, and 
they’re going up against the world’s 
24th-ranked team. It’s a tough ask. 
Throw in the retirement of the nu- 
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New Zealand line up for their World Cup encounter with Mexico. 


cleus of the 2010 campaign — Ryan 
Nelsen, Mark Paston, Simon El- 
liott — the disastrous 2012 Oceania 
Nations Cup and a handful of hast- 
ily organised friendlies, and it has 
scarcely been ideal preparation. 
But Mexico too have endured a 
horror campaign. They were ex- 
pected to stroll to Brazil as one of 
CONCACAF’s top three, but came 
within moments of missing out on 
this playoff altogether. Had it not 
been for two stoppage time goals, 
the All Whites would be lining up 
against Panama this Thursday in- 
stead. 

Herbert’s tactics are likely to be 
pragmatic in the first leg; damage 
limitation will be the key. If New 
Zealand can come back to Welling- 
ton with the scoreline still intact, 
they could be in with a chance. 
And if 2010 proved anything, it’s 
that tactics borne from realism are 
something of a speciality of Her- 


bert. 

Without Reid the onus defensively 
will be on Tommy Smith, Ben 
Sigmund, and the newly-Kiwi An- 
drew Durante. Herbert still lacks 
genuine wide defenders but could 
do worse than to offer an interna- 
tional debut to 20-year-old Mariner 
Storm Roux. 

The ageless Ivan Vicelich 
and another Mariner, Michael 
McGlinchey, will anchor the mid- 
field. 

The irony is that where the All 
Whites have made their most im- 
pressive gains since 2009 is un- 
likely to receive much of the lime- 
light. 

The talents of Marco Rojas, Shane 
Smeltz, Jeremy Brockie and Ko- 
sta Barbarouses are recognised 
across Australia. Leicester City 
striker Chris Wood is knocking on 
the door of the Premiership, and 
Rory Fallon offers confidence and 


memories of that glorious moment 
in Wellington four years ago. But 
how many of these players feature 
remains to be seen. 

Herbert’s squad features four 
amateur players and two who are 
currently unattached, a point best 
accentuated by comparison: his 
opposite Miguel Herrera has left a 
starting Manchester United striker 
out of the squad altogether, for the 
first leg at least. 

It would be a lie to say that Mexico 
aren’t favourites. But they’re under 
all sorts of pressure, and have gone 
through four coaches in the past 
two months. 

History beckons. Victory in the tie 
would undoubtedly be one of the 
finest achievements in New Zea- 
land’s footballing history. The All 
Whites have always desired tests 
against the world’s best teams. 

And there’ll be few greater chal- 
lenges than this.

William Gallas says he is feeling 
fit and ready to go but is still un- 
sure as anyone if he will start or 
come off the bench in this week’s 
match against Adelaide United at 
nib Stadium on Saturday after- 
noon. 

Gallas arrived in Australia this 

week and has trained with his new 
teammates for the past two days as 
he adjusts to his new football ad- 
venture with Perth Glory. 
The player capped 84 times for 
France says he is happy with his 
first two sessions as he continues to 
build up fitness for his Glory debut, 
but is still yet to confirm with Head 
Coach Alistair Edwards in what ca- 
pacity he will be used. 

“Every day he asks me how I feel 
and I’m very honest with him, I 
said I’m getting better, but training 
is not the game, you have to play 
for 90 minutes and I just spoke with 
the young players and they told me 
that 90 minutes is very long and 


you have to be ready because the 
ball can go from one goal to the 
other goal and you have to be ready 
to run,” Gallas said. 

“Today was a good test, it was not 
easy and I am a little tired from 
my second session but I was very 
happy because today we played 24 


minutes and I could finish the ses- 
sion so now I’m looking forward to 
being ready for Saturday.” 

Gallas says playing with a new 
club is always bound to have its 
teething problems as he slowly gets 
to know his new team mates. The 
36-year-old defender says he has 


been studying his fellow players’ 
names on the internet at night with 
the aim of introducing himself the 
next day although he has already 
made it a priority to learn all the 
defenders names. 

“Every night I go on the website 
and I look at all the players and I 
try to come in the morning and try 
to say hello, so today was not too 
bad.” 

“Tt is difficult because there are 24 
players and I have to know all their 
names. I already know the name 
of my defense line so that is very 
important and I think everyone is 
happy.” 

The former Chelsea, Arsenal and 
Tottenham player realizes part of 
his responsibility in the back line is 
to communicate on the pitch. Gal- 
las says he was happy to sit back 
and listen during the first training 
session but was more vocal in the 
second session and was confident 
he would be able to offer effective 
leadership on Saturday — particu- 
larly in partnership with goalkeeper 


Danny Vukovic. 

“The first day I didn’t speak a lot, 
I just listened to what the manager 
for what to do and today because it 
was a small game, I should speak, 
so I spoke a lot to my team-mates 
and they spoke to me.” 

“We still have two days before 
the game and the manager is a guy 
who wants to be perfect so on Fri- 
day (Glory’s final training session) 
I think everything will be okay for 
the game.” 

“Yeah he (Vukovic) speaks a lot on 
the pitch, the first training he was 
talking a lot and that is good for the 
players. It is very important that 
someone can talk and I think for the 
goalkeeper it is good because that 
means that he has that confidence 
and everyone out there is very se- 
cure with him,” he added. 

With temperatures now expected to 
be a more moderate 30 degrees on 
Saturday afternoon, Perth Glory are 
expecting a bumper crowd to watch 
William Gallas make his Hyundai

The W-League began season

Goals from Christina 
Julien (66’), Rosie Sutton (81”) set 
up the result for the Glory, with 
Marianna Tabain putting the gloss 
on at the 90th minute on a solid 
opening round win for the Glory. 
Canberra United stunned the Bris- 
bane Roar to open their season on 
he right note, as they defeated 
he potential title challengers 3-0 
on Saturday afternoon at AJ Kelly 
Fields. A brace either side of the 
half-time whistle from Canberra 
striker Michelle Heyman, which 
added to an opener on the 8th min- 
ute from Lori Lindsey, had Can- 
berra in control. They weren’t in- 
erested in relinquishing their grip 
on the game either.

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United went on to successfully shut 
out the Roar in the second half, 
leaving the hosts frustrated and 
the visitors content. Brisbane were 
left to rue some missed chances in 
the first half, the best coming from 
Tameka Butt late in the first half. 
The Roar is expected to challenge 
for the title this season, but im- 
provement will need to come fast 
in what is a very short season. 

Adelaide United aren’t expected 
to trouble many teams this season. 
That might have to be rethought 
after taking a point from Western 
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Sydney Wanderers, drawing 1-1 
at Marconi Stadium on Sunday af- 
ternoon. On her W-League debut, 
Adelaide defender Alex Gummer 
opened the scoring on the 31st min- 
ute. Looking set to secure an upset 
win, the Lady Reds were denied by 
a last minute equaliser from Cath- 
erine Cannuli. 

Adelaide appear to have turned 
a corner, but no results ever get 
more out of context than Round | 
results. The Wanderers went into 
the match with their stars such as 
Alanna Kennedy, Servet Uzunlar 


, 
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and Heather Garriock. Too often, 
they couldn’t cut through a resolute 
Adelaide although will be better for 
the opening hit-out. All of a sud- 
den, Adelaide have made their next 
few weeks very interesting for the 
neutral. 

Melbourne Victory were left 
stunned by Sydney FC at Lake- 
side Stadium on Sunday, unable 
to avenge their Grand Final as 
they went down 5-1. Despite a rol- 
licking start that had them 1-0 up 
through an Emma Checker header 
after only four minutes in, Victory 
had no answer to a rampant and 
organised champion outfit. A brace 
from Nicola Bolger led the way for 
the Sky Blues, with Leena Khamis, 


Emma Kete and Jodie Taylor all 
chipping in with goals of their 
own. 

A mature Sydney squad, despite 
losing some strike power in the off- 
season, showed they are still tough 
to beat. Victory will rue a sloppy 
final 20 minutes of the game, mak- 
ing mistakes in dangerous areas 
that Sydney pounced on. They are 
still yet to welcome Jess Fishlock 
and Jess Sammuelson to the ranks, 
while Lisa De Vanna had an out- 
standing opening to her Victory 
career, often creating chances out 
of nothing and pressing the Sydney 
defenders.

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Uruguay And Mexico Score Five In Openers 


For two-time champions Uru- 
guay bagged five in the heat of 
Amman in Jordan for a 5-0 away 
victory meanwhile Mexico as 
hosts at the colossal Azteca sta- 
dium got off to winning ways in 
their two-leg play off series with 
a 5-1 thrashing of the New Zea- 
land All Whites. With just over 
90,000 fans in what was consid- 
ered a cold and chilly afternoon 
with ten degrees in the Mexican 
capital, the conditions were per- 
fect for football. 

Boisterous Mexican fans were 
longing for a convincing win at 
the emblematic stadium with an- 
all new look side managed by 
Miguel Herrera. It took 32 minutes 
for El Tri to open up their scoring 
account. A defensive error from 
Australian-born Andrew Durante 
clashing with goalkeeper Glen 
Moss enabled an unmarked Paul 
Aguilar to open the floodgates. 

The onslaught continued as Ricki 
Herbert reluctantly continued to 
field a back five in defence for the 
All Whites leaving Chris Wood as 
their sole forward. 

The locals dominated proceed- 
ings in possession, shots on tar- 
get and with nine corners to their 
favour. It also brought the best of 
custodian Glen Moss, unanimously 
voted by the Mexican press as the 
All Whites’ man of the match with 
countless world-class saves pre- 
venting a thrashing. 

For New Zealand’s abysmal first 
half scoreline, it was also notewor- 
thy to mention that they fielded the 
oldest player on the pitch in de- 
fender Ivan Vicelich at 38 years of 
age. Essentially it was the core of 
the Wellington Phoenix up against 
Club América on show and fighting 
for a World Cup 2014 berth. 

The 5-1 result practically leaves 
Mexico with a massive upper hand 
with all likelihood to progress to 
next year’s World Cup. With only 
three goal opportunities for Her- 
bert’s men, the technical superior- 
ity of Mexico was for all to see. 

A deafening atmosphere at the 
Azteca was also at hand to finally 
witness a resounding victory after 
failing to grab a direct spot via the 
CONCACAF qualification zone. 
Captain Rafael Marquez concluded 
after the match, “it was a convinc- 
ing victory but the task is not over 
yet, we cannot be overconfident 
and we take the return leg in Wel- 
lington seriously”. 

Mexico will travel to Wellington 
via Los Angeles and Sydney in a 
long-haul flight with a full day’s 
rest of jet lag ahead with the cross- 
ing of the international date line. 
Coach Miguel Herrera was able to 
get his job done in his first outing at 
Mexico’s national team boss after a 
tumultuous month of four manag- 


ers getting the sack. Many Mexican 
insiders and fans alike criticised his 
appointment directing the influence 
of media conglomerate Televisa 
who have vested interests at Club 
América, partly owning the Az- 
teca stadium and with the Mexican 
Football Federation. 

The play-off match captured a 
multi-million television audience 
including the huge immigration 
population in the United States, 
keenly following the progress of 

EI Tri. 

A four-goal advantage with de- 
fender Paul Aguilar scoring, Raul 
Jiménez on the 40th minute just 
before the break), captain Rafael 
Marquez (84’) and with forward 
Oribe Peralta scoring his second 
of the night with a brilliant header 
on 80 minutes brought relief to the 
Mexican football authorities and 
the many thousands of enthusiastic 
and passionate football fans. 

All White Marco Rojas also spoke 
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in commanding Spanish of the dis- 
appointment of losing at the Az- 
teca. Reflecting on the scoreline 
he discounted the loss as a result 
of intimidation from the stadium 
and atmosphere itself and quoted as 
saying that the return in Wellington 
will be very tough task to look for- 
ward to reverting next Thursday at 
Westpac stadium. 


Meanwhile in Amman, Uruguay 
put one foot in the World Cup 
finals with a 5-0 hammering of 
Jordan in their intercontinental 
playoff early Thursday. 

Maximiliano Pereira put the visi- 
tors ahead midway through the first 
half before Cristian Stuani doubled 
that lead from close range three 
minutes before the break. 

Nicolas Lodeiro, Cristian Rodriguez 
and Edinson Cavani netted further 
goals for Oscar Tabarez’s men in 
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the second half, as Jordan’s hopes 
of reaching its maiden World Cup 
finals suffered a major setback. 
The result brings to an end the 
hosts’ 16-match unbeaten run at 
home and leaves Jordan with a 
mountain to climb in the return leg 
next week. 

Tabarez made three changes to the 
Uruguay side that beat Argentina 
3-2 in the final match of the South 
American qualification process 
at the Centenario in Montevideo, 
with goalkeeper Martin Silva’s in- 
troduction in place of the injured 
Fernando Muslera among the al- 
terations. 

Jordan, meanwhile, was a differ- 
ent side from its last competitive 
encounter - a goalless draw with 
Oman - with Adnan Hasan and 
Odai Alsaify just two of the seven 
players to come in. 

Hasan got the first shot on target for 
the hosts, but his drilled effort from 
20 yards was straight at Silva in the 
Uruguay goal. The South American 


visitors were slow settling in at the 
Amman International Stadium and 
struggled to create any meaningful 
chances in the early stages. 
Uruguay was almost made to pay 
after 18 minutes when Alsaify beat 
his man on the edge of the penalty 
area and forced goalkeeper Silva to 
tip around his left post for a corner. 
But it was the Charrtas who took 
the lead after 21 minutes through 
Pereira. Mohamad Shatnawi failed 
to hold onto a Cavani header fol- 
lowing an excellent cross from the 
right, and Pereira capitalized by 
latching onto the rebound to put his 
side ahead from close range. 

And Jordan’s dreams of reaching 
Brazil 2014 took a further blow 
in the 42nd minute when Uruguay 
doubled its advantage. Stuani found 
himself in acres of space at the far 
post and slotted under Shatnawi 
after a delightful chipped cross by 
Lodeiro. 

Ahmad Ibrahim inexplicably guid- 
ed the ball wide of the target from 


inside the six-yard box 10 minutes 
into the second period, wasting a 
glorious opportunity to give Jordan 
a fighting chance of getting back 
into the tie. 

Substitute Musab Al Laham was 
then booked for simulation just 
seconds after coming on when he 
threw himself to the ground in a 
desperate bid for a penalty, before 
Lodeiro made sure of the victory 
for Uruguay in the 70th minute. 
The Botafogo play maker fired 
from the edge of the penalty area 
with the Jordan defence in disarray, 
and Rodriguez added to the rout 
eight minutes later with a left-foot- 
ed thunderbolt from 12 yards. 
Tabarez’s side continued to pile on 
the pressure late on and Cavani got 
in on the act with a stunning inju- 
ry-time free-kick to all but secure 
Uruguay’s place at Brazil 2014. 
The second leg will be played at 
the Centenario in what is already a 
sell-out.

It’s the unspoken rule of being 
a football manager: never at- 
tack the club’s fans. So it came 
as a surprise that Tottenham 
boss, Andre Villas-Boas let rip 
a couple of weeks ago, against 
the Spurs faithful, following its 
1-0 win over Hull City. 

“We looked like the away team. 
We played in a difficult atmo- 
sphere with almost no support,” 
said Villas-Boas. 

“We have a wonderful set of fans 
but they can do better. We don’t 
need the negativity of today. 

“We didn’t have the support we 
should have done. There was 
much anxiety from the stands, 
the players had to do it alone.” 
This negative atmosphere comes 
from Tottenham’s lack of vibran- 
cy at home. For all its expendi- 
ture in bringing in high-class 
attacking talent to White Hart 
Lane, it plays a rather dull game 
in front of its fans. 

So far this season, it has only 
scored nine goals in 11 games, 
and out of six home Premier 
League games, it has won three, 
drawn once, lost twice. The prob- 
lem with the wins though, is that 
Spurs lacked any forward imagi- 
nation. 

It needed penalties to get wins 
over Hull City and Swansea. It 
survived a late onslaught to nick 
a 1-1 draw with Chelsea and got 
pummeled 3-0 by West Ham. 

Which made the 1-0 defeat to 
Newcastle last weekend all that 
more ironic, because it was it’s 
best display of the season.

Gets Messi 


4 time Ballon D’or (Golden Ball —

winner Lionel Messi has torn 
his hamstring in his most re- 
cent match against Real Betis in 
Seville over the past weekend. 
Barcelona FC won the fixture 4-1 
and extended their La Liga lead 
over 2nd placed Atletico Madrid by 
3 points, however the loss of Lio- 
nel Messi has many people talking 
about the effect the injury will have 
on the Catalan club.
